Tax Refunds Go To 
Chariestowne Village 

The city received notice of abate¬ 
ment in the Chariestowne Village 
assessments last week. Assess¬ 
ments were rolled back to what ex¬ 
isted on July 1, 1972, which means 
the City has to refund taxes for 
three fiscal years 1972/73, 1973/74, 
and 1974/75.

This 
procedure is being utilized to sat¬ 
isfy a requirement of state law, 
that all tax refunds (for whatever 
purpose) can be made only upon 
written application.

GHI MEMBERS ASKED 
TO APPROVE 16% 
RISE IN CHARGES 

A last-minute change in the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. budget will 
ease the impact of rising month¬ 
ly charges on frame homeowners. 
The board of directors at its Nov. 
25 meeting voted not to include 
in the 1975 charges at this time the 
$48,600 additional charges for the 
GNMA deferral payments since 
the membership has not yet ap¬ 
proved the specific heat-saving 
programs that are now being con¬ 
sidered for the frame homes. 

Last April the membership ap¬ 
proved the spending of $173,000 of 
the deferred $319,000 deferred mort¬ 
gage amount for specific energy¬ 
saving projects in the frame and 
brick homes. The board is now 
contemplating spending the re¬ 
maining $146,000 for heat-saving 
programs in the frame homes, but 
the projects themselves have to be 
approved by the membership. 

To meet the “balloon payment” 
on the $146,000 worth of projects, 
the board had originally included 
$48,600 additional in the 1975 mon¬ 
thly charges the frame homes. 
Now, the board feels it would be 
more equitable not to charge the 
frame homeowners this amount 
until the membership has approved 
the specific projects. A member¬ 
ship meeting forthis purpose is 
expected to be called this winter 
sometime. 

ship will he asked at the special 
membership meeting on Wednes¬ 
day, December 11, to approve a 1975 
budget without this $48,600 amount. 
The increase in current monthly 
charges for the frame homes will 
now be 17-18 percent. The in¬ 
crease for the brick homes will 
be 10 percent and for the new 
homes 11 percent, the same as be¬ 
fore. 

The recommended 1975 budget 
comes to $3,338,800, of which 
$263,100 will be met through in¬ 
come received from other than 
monthly charges such as sale of 
services, investment income, and 
reserves. This will leave $3,075,700 
to be met through monthly charg¬ 
es, an increase of $415,400 over the 
1974 charges. This is equivalent 
to an increase of 18.50 percent in 
operating charges. 

In terms of total monthly charges 
which include amortization pay¬ 
ments (interest and principal on 
the mortgage) the increase is 15.62 
percent. 
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layer Pilski lamed 
To Rational Committee 

Mayor Richard R. Pilski, of 
Greenbelt recently was named Vice 
Chairman of the Mayor's Commit¬ 
tee on the Bicentennial as part of 
the nationwide program designed to 
celebrate the country’s 200th birth¬ 
day in 1976. 

The appointment was announced 
by Mayor Joseph L, Alioto of San 
Francisco, Calif., President of the 
U.S. Conference of Mayors, which is 
working with The American Revo¬ 
lution Bicentennial Administration 
in helping to plan a meaningful 
Anniversary for the Nation. 

As Vice Chairman of the Mayor’s 
Committee on the Bicentennial, 
Mayor Pilski will help direct and 
encourage Bicentennial projects in 
his city. He will also meet with 
other Mayors in nearby areas to 
stimulate interest among cities 
which have not yet begun Bicenten¬ 
nial activities. 

“It is important and fitting that 
the chief elected officers of cities 
across the country direct and lead 
bicentennial events in their cities,” 
Mayor Alioto said in appointing 
Mayor Pilski. 


PLAYGROUNDS AND NEW POLICE 
FACILITIES URGED ON CITY

Mini-playground and police facilities were the major items of 
debate and discussion at the regular meeting of the Greenbelt 
city council, Monday evening, December 2, 1974. The city coun¬ 
cil chamber was filled with people interested in and concerned 
about both matters. Although there were obvious differences of 
views- and what might have appeared to some as subtle political 
maneuvering, the general tone of expression was contained and 


cool. 

The word rational was given a 
great deal of play, and “facing up 
to its responsibility” was another 
form of expression frequently used 
with reference to Council. In fact, 
councilman Charles Schwan could 
not be restrained from addressing 
himself to the latter by suggesting 
that he was “fast developing a 
taste for lead because of the num¬ 
ber of times that council was be¬ 
ing told that they would “have to 
bite the bullet”. 

Playground 

The discussion on mini-play- 
grounds was kicked off by the in¬ 
troduction by councilman Gil Wei- 
denfeld, of a proposal to place some 
play equipment for both pre-school 
and school-age children, and a 
small, open play area on the north¬ 
west portion of parcel 7. He said 
that the Boxwood Civic Association 
had formally requested this play 
area three years ago, and that at 
their last meeting again re¬ 
questing it. He further suggested 
that it was already part of most 
plans that had been developed and 
had been approved by the Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board. 

Councilman Richard Castaldi 
took exception to what he termed 
“piecemeal development” of parcel 
7, and stated that, while he was not 
necessarily opposed to the proposal, 
he was fearful that if council went 
ahead and approved the miniature 
playground it would block devel¬ 
opment of the rest of the parcel. 
Schwan stated-that he failed ta see 
the logic that such a move would 
hinder development of the rest of 
the parcel. 

Councilman Thomas White, in a 
rejoinder, stated that he followed 
the logic very well. He declared that 
Greenbelt, with its renown as a 
planned community, would do well 
to use more rationality in its ap¬ 
proach to developing services. He 
said that he " was afraid that, be¬ 
cause council had passed on a spe¬ 
cial playground for St, Hugh’s area 
the week before, pressure groups 
might now be confronting council 
with special recreation requests 
and that we would no longer be 
a planned community.

Protests Procedure 
On Parkway Study 

A local civic group has register¬ 
ed its objections to the way the 
State of Maryland is handling the 
corridor study of the Baltimorc- 
Washington Parkway. In a No¬ 
vember 19 letter to the Trans¬ 
portation Planning Board of the 
Metropolitan Washington Council 
of Governments, the group com¬ 
plained that Maryland State High¬ 
way Administration (SHA) did not 
involve the public in the planning 
of the study and made no provi¬ 
sion for citizen advisory committee 
review of the work plan and al¬ 
ternatives and impacts. 

On November 6 and 12, the SHA 
held “public informational” meet¬ 
ings to acquaint the public with 
possibilities being considered by 
a private consultant group for im¬ 
proving the Parkway. Rhea L. Co¬ 
hen, on behalf of the Regional 
Transportation Study Committee 
protesting the procedure, charged 
that the failure to involve the 
public in the work plan was “in 
violation of both the letter and 
the spirit of the National Envi¬ 
ronmental Policy Act.” 

Mrs. Cohen stated that the $2.5 
million Federal grant authorized 
by the Transportation Planning 
Board required community partic¬ 
ipation from the beginning of the 
corridor study. 


jested that the area under da»>- 
cussion “had gone to the dogs*" 
both figuratively and literally, and 
that Council would be benefitting 
not only the children of the area 
for a change but could enhance 
the overall appearance as welL 
Henry Fisher said that he certain¬ 
ly thought council should give pre¬ 
ference to the kids over the dogs 
for a play area, and the Reverend 
Kenneth Buker suggested that if 
council waited to make this a ra¬ 
tional plan the citizens of Box¬ 
wood might have their little play 
ground in another ten years. 

Joe Wilkinson, chairman of FR- 
AB, stated that this development 
would not affect the overall plan 
for the area and suggested the de¬ 
velopment of a small playground 
now. Mrs. Fran Chrisman, Secre¬ 
tary for the Boxwood Civic Asso^ 
ciation, said she simply could no* 
understand why there should he 
any opposition. “All we’re asking 
for is a little slide and teeter-tot- 
ter, and a few handfuls of grass 
seed thrown around on already 
level land,” she said, “and I 
don’t understand all of this talk 
about grading, drainage, topogra¬ 
phic studies. All we want is to get 
rid of some cotton-picking weed* 
arid stones on already level land/ 

Mrs. Muriel Weidenfeld, Presi¬ 
dent of the Boxwood Civic Associ¬ 
ation, summed up the remarks by 
stating that all of the officers of hear 
association had appeared, plus a 
number of citizens of the area, to 
plead for a facility which does not 
presently exist, and that there was 
no opposition expressed, and that 
council should heed the fact that 
these were “citizens and taxpayer* 
requesting action on a need.” 

The action failed with Schwar 
and Weidenfeld voting yes for the 
playground, and White and C&s- 
aldi voting no. White, howevet- 
then immediately moved for a spe¬ 
cial work session by council to take 
up the overall plan for development 
of the park area of parcels 7 and 
8. This meeting is scheduled for 
December 9. 

A short time later, after a pre¬ 
sentation by Jordan Choper, Pre¬ 
sident of the Woodway Association 
and support by several citizens liv¬ 
ing on North way Road, Council 
unanimously approved making a 
small playground in the park area 
between Lakewood and Woodland 
Hills subdivisions. This prompted 
a few sub-rosa remarks by Box¬ 
wood citizens in the audience ana 
a parting shot by Weidenfeld that 
perhaps Boxwood families might be 
able to walk their children over 
to this play area. 

Want New Quarters 

Although well after 11 p.m., a 
petition by the Greenbelt Police 
Lodge No. 32 of the Fraternal 
Order of Police also prompted & 
great deal of discussion. Officer 
Robert Smith, President of the 
Lodge, presented the petition tr 
council urging the designing and 
construction of a new police fa¬ 
cility. Smith said that conditions 
are presently nearly impossible — 
that the police department is 
presently in space that is no 
larger than that serving only 
nine employees in the administra¬ 
tive offices, while they have 21 
personnel to be accommodated. 

He related safety as one of tht 
chief arguments, citing a number 
of assaults that have taken place 
on police officers because of the 
limited space and lack of a secure 
facility. Corporal Ernest Bromley 
was, for example, recently hospit¬ 
alized for injuries received from 
a prisoner who struck him several 
times with a ball preen hammer 
while he was booking the man ix 
the confined squad room. Smifck 
also suggested that operational ef- 
See COUNCIL, p, 8, col.

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Another Chance 

In the spring of 1972 an outside engineering firm — The Ar¬ 
chitectural Associates (TAA) — made a structural survey of 
Greenbeit Homes, Inc. Among its findings: 

The fiame buildings have lasted beyond the life expectancy 
°f many of the components with which they were built and the 
brick have some obsolete components . 

It is also clear that significant amounts of money must be 
expended annually in preventive maintenance for items such as 
teimite control, water treatment in the heating system, trim

paiticularly the repair of condensate return lines in those builcf- 
| n £ s h ea ! e d by steam. If the money is not spent, the rate of deter¬ 
ioration will accelerate very rapidly making rehabilitation ex¬ 
tremely difficult if not impossible.” 

I he Board cannot realistically, despite the feelings of the 
membership, defer preventive maintenance programs any longer. 
Heating system temperature controls, electrical panelboards, poor 
drainage conditions, rotten wood, and other similar conditions 
must be corrected 

II is reasonable to predict . . . that the maintenance and 
, heating costs of operation of the buildings as they now stand 

unimproved for life in the 70’s and 80’s will escalate. 

Jo maintain the buildings as workable living sfru^r'es 
for the 1970 s, able to be traded at increasing prices, it will be 
necessary to make major repairs and to rehabilitate both the 
mechanical systems and weathering surfaces.” 

With these warnings facing them, the Greenbeit Homes. Inc. 
board members have tried for several years to strengthen the 
corporation's engineering and maintenance staff so as to have an 
effective preventive maintenance program. Each year the addi¬ 
tional staffing has fallen victim to the restraints placed on the 
budget by membership refusal to approve increases of more than 
10, percent. 

■ This year, the membership will have another opportunity to 
rectify the situation. The board recommended the hiring of 4 
additional persons which GHFs engineers have urged as a min¬ 
imum if the corporation is to take maximum advantage of its 
new energy-saving renovations and engage in a meaningful pre¬ 
ventive maintenance program. 

Time is running out. Failure to fund this preventive main¬ 
tenance program will mean, as certain as day follows night, fur¬ 
ther deterioration resulting in more steeply rising monthly charg¬ 
es. The inability of previous memberships to recognize this fact 
af life is no excuse for the present membership not to exercise 
foresigh t.

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Council Discusses 
Committee Reports 

At its meeting of November 
18 Greenbeit city council discus¬ 
sed several of its advisory com¬ 
mittee reports, but took little ac¬ 
tion with the exception of the bi¬ 
centennial committee report. 

An emblem designed by William 
Aleshire, for the city’s bicenten¬ 
nial celebration was accepted by 
council with minor changes. The 
art work was done by Lanny Le- 
Forte. 

Some citizen reaction was gen¬ 
erated by a proposal by city man¬ 
ager, James Giese, to widen city 
sidewalks to 8 ft. enabling pedes¬ 
trians and cyclists to both use the 
walks. This was in response to a 
recommendation by the Advisory 
Planning Board (APB) that the 
city construct 8 foot wide bike¬ 
ways on opposite sides of streets 
to sidewalks. ‘The pedestrian is 
being shot down” announced the 
Reverend Kenneth Buker from the 
floor. The Rev. Buker pointed out 
that he had discovered that there 
is a state law prohibiting vehicles 
on sidewalks. Proposals on bike 
trails were then referred to a 
council work session for further 
study. 

Council, on the recommendation 
of city staff, agreed to defer ac¬ 
tion on the Park and Recreation 
Advisory Committee’s report on 
curb cuts and ramps, 

A report of Community Rela¬ 
tions Advisory Board (CRAB) con¬ 
cerning the city cemetery was ac¬ 
cepted by council. CRAB sugges¬ 
ted that the design of the cemetery 
incorporate the natural setting of 
the area and not include formal 
structures such as fountains and 
that the city seek financial help 
from the surrounding property 
owners. 

Council authorized the mayor to 
sign an agreement with the Mary¬ 
land National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission with regards 
to receiving money (lieu payment 
rand- bv Greenbriar Associates un¬ 
der the mandatory dedication pro¬ 
vision) to pay for 2 of the 7 
acres of Greenbriar parkland al¬ 
ready purchased.

Kent Credits for Elderly 

Applications for rent credits to 
eligible county senior citizens and 
persons permanently disabled may 
be submitted after December 5. 

A rent credit of 15% of rent and 
utilities paid during the period 
July 1, 1974 to July 1, 1975 will be 
given to those persons who meet 
the requirements of a county law 
adopted September 3, 1974. The 
maximum yearly payment is $200 
but approved claimants can receive 
two half-year payments of a max¬ 
imum of $100 for each six mon/th’s 
period. 

To be eligible, a claimant must 
be (1) a resident of Prince Geor¬ 
ges County for 1 year, (2) a Ten¬ 
ant, (3) 65 years of age on or be¬ 
fore July 1, 1974 or be permanen¬ 
tly disabled. Also, a claimant 
must have a net income of no 
more than $7,500 during calendar 
year 1973 (Jan. 1, 1973 to Dec. 31, 
1973). Gross income and the So¬ 
cial Security number of all non¬ 
rent paying co-residents must be 
included. Social Security or Rail¬ 
road Retirement may be deducted 
from gross income to determine 
net income. Up to the first $3200 of 
government pension may be de¬ 
ducted but a claimant may not 
deduct both types (1) Social Se- 
curitv/Railroad Retirement and 
(2) Government pension) but they 
can select the one that is the 
most advantageous.

Alone/ Needed For Upkeep Wants Trustee 


To the Editor: 

On March 15, 1968, the Auditors 
caned the attention of GHI to the 
*eed for extraordinary mainten¬ 
ance and for replacement of re¬ 
serves which had been used to 
©over operating deficits from 1964 
through 1967. The board of dir¬ 
ectors recommended and the mem¬ 
bers approved a capital improve¬ 
ments program to care for the 
extraordinary maintenance. 

The budget for 1971 was auto¬ 
matically increased by repayments 
of the capital improvements loan, 
with interest. The board also plan¬ 
ned for preventive maintenance 
on the newly refurbished heating 
plants and the houses, and for a 
small annual replacement of re¬ 
serves. In order to carry this out, 
the board asked in December, 1970, 
for an increase of over 10% in op¬ 
erating charges. A raucous and 
out-of-control meeting turned 
down this proposal. The board 
tried—goodness knows it tried— 
but without money it was helpless 
and it had to cut out the preven¬ 
tive maintenance. Within a cou¬ 
ple of years the heating plants 
were right back where they started 
and that part of the capital im¬ 
provements money was largely 
wasted for lack of just a little 
more for upkeep! 

It became necessary with the oil 
shortage to try again to make the 
heating system more efficient. This 
has been done with money provided 
through cooperation of our mort¬ 
gage holder. The members voted 
for this, But UNLESS AT THE 
MEETING DECEMBER 11 A 
LARGE ENOUGH INCREASE IS 
VOTED FOR CONTINUED PRE¬ 
VENTIVE MAINTENANCE ON 
THOSE HEATING PLANTS, this 
money, too, will be largely was¬ 
ted. Let's spend money to save 
money; let's not waste it again!

No Money, No Services?

That is true, but members must 
also read in Paragrah 5, 'The 
Member agrees to pay as ‘Operat¬ 
ing Payments' a sum sufficient 
to cover the Member’s share of 
the cost of Operating Services, 
Utilities and Reserves ... as de¬ 
scribed in Paragraph 8, all as 
determined by the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of the Corporation from time 
to time.” 

If is a two-way street; if the 
members do not agree to the pay¬ 
ments under Paragraph 5, the Cor¬ 
poration cannot fulfill obligations 
under Paragraph 8. Members' 
payments are the only source for 
the Paragraph 8 expenditures. 
Think about that before you vote, 
then come to the meeting Decem¬ 
ber 11 and vote thoughtfully, not 
emotionally.

To the Editor: 

Owing to the News-Review’s 
blackout of any comments of re¬ 
cent date made by me or other con¬ 
cerned members at budget hear¬ 
ings or board meetings pertaining 
to the escrow account the ques¬ 
tionable “track record” of past or 
present escrow accounts, and the 
protection to us 1579 member fa¬ 
milies of a Trustee to administer 
same, I am writing you, as prom¬ 
ised in my paid advertisement. The 
GHI Newsletter's article on the 
GNMA Deferral is not clear on 
many details and the statement 
“There is no easy way to repay 
over $300,000” hardly inspires con¬ 
fidence in the board and manage¬ 
ment I am very much concerned 
as to our financial future, especially 
the frame homes, who to date have 
had only about $24,000. spent on 
fuel or energy-saving programs 
out of the $172,883. authorized. Mrs. 
Hutzler has been to the office to 
study the invoices; I prefer her 
figures. I fear another “numbers 
game!" 

Do you like your home, as I do? 
Well, then, fight for it and refuse 
to be priced out of it! Do you 
want to be sure that the $323,855.53 
plus interest is in the escrow ac¬ 
count for repaying the deferred 
amount by August 1, 1977? Did 
you read about the plight of some 
of our neighbors in Prince Georges 
County and our sister county who, 
recently, were shocked to discover 
that their escrow accounts had 
been used for operating expenses 
by the realty firm selling them 
their houses? 

As I told the board recently, I 
do not want to run the possible 
chance of finding myself foreclosed 
in 1977. Just as the hapless home- 
owners were probably not aware 
of the realty firm's financial con¬ 
dition, neither are most of us a- 
ware of the real financial condition 
of GHI. Among other obligations, 
we do know there is a 10-year 
balloon mortgage due on the town- 
houses in 1980 and that these 
homes on a Suburban Trust ac¬ 
count were not supposed to “cost 
us a cent” but have already been 
“bailed out” by us. Now a mem¬ 
ber is asking that we take on these 
homes as a corporate responsibil¬ 
ity? How much more can we take? 
Vote “NO” on both questions and 
“No” on the 22% increase. 

Fortunately, my son, who is a 
banker in New England, and con¬ 
cerned with the safety of my in¬ 
vestment tells me that if GHI had 
ten accounts in his commercial 
bank, including escrow accounts, 
there is NO WAY that he could 
prevent transfers from the latter 
to other accounts or, in other 
words, the commingling of monies 
except by having a Trustee. A 
resounding “NO” to the Board's 
belated offer and vote to send 
monthly statements or have them 
available. 

I want a monthly statement from 
a third party, a bank, preferably 
outside the county in the District, 
Virginia or Montgomery County, 
showing all action on the account, 
mortgage payments collected from 
us, the status of Treasury notes 
by number and the investments 
handled by an expert. Neither our 
chief accountant nor any of our 
present or former board members, 
in my opinion, qualify. I think the 
fee of anywhere from $700 to $1,000 
per year is cheap insurance for 
peace of mind and proper records. 
It could be less, too, as many of 
the frame-home owners are of the 
opinion now that they want this 
mortgage paid up as soon as pos*- 
sible, as Mr. Craft suggested, and 
do not wish the balance left of the 
$323,855.53 spent on any more pro¬ 
grams.

Budget Increases Needed 

To the Editor: 

Next Wednesday, December 11, 
GHI members will be asked to 
approve a budget for 1975. Since 
the proposed increase is greater 
than 10%, approval of the mem¬ 
bers is required. 

Increases are needed partly be¬ 
cause of increased expenses (taxes, 
for instance), and partly because 
programs which in 1974 were de¬ 
ferred or paid for out of reserves 
must be included in the budget 
this year and paid for by charges 
to members. 

The total increase proposed is 
18.5% of the operating charges 
(which exclude the mortgage pay¬ 
ment) or 15.6% of the total char¬ 
ges. The important statistic, 
though, is the difference between 
monthly charges this month (Dec. 
1974) and what they would be next 
month (Jan. 1975). The increase 
will vary depending upon the type 
of unit It would be no higher 
than 18% and would be as low as 
9% for some types of units. 

Your participation in the affairs 
of GHI is essential to solve our 
common problems. We need to 
face up to financial realities and 
decide to pay what is necessary 
to keep our corporation in sound 
financial condition. Come to the 
meeting next Wednesday.

v w other matters. Director Don 
Volk presided in the absence of 
president Jim Smith. 

Some progress toward setting up 
a, solar heating project was re¬ 
ported by director Hugh O’Donnell. 
By the time the NASA-GHI pro¬ 
posal was ready for submission, 
all of the $5 million available for 

1075 had been allocated elsewhere. 
The Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) is defi¬ 
nitely interested in the project, 
however, and has advised O'Don- 
aeil to encourage GHI to try for 

1076 funds. For this, a proposal 
should be submitted in Feb. 1975. 
O'Donnell moved that the Engin 
eer :ig and Maintenance Commit 
tee prepare a proposal for HUD 
which would qualify GHI for 1976 
funds under the Solar Heating 
Act of 1971. This motion was 
passed unanimously. 

Tlie matter of liability insurance 
for officers and directors of GHI 
was raised. Manager Roy Brea- 
shears had obtained a sample poli¬ 
cy which would cover cases of suit 
for money damages for any error 
or breach of duty on the part of 
officers or directors. The board re¬ 
ferred this matter to the finance 
committee for further considera¬ 
tion. 

Lvva member requests were pre- 
!*ented and both were denied by 
the board of directors. In the first 
ease of peeling paint, an unhappy 
member appealed to the board be¬ 
cause management refused to re¬ 
paint his unit on which he had 
csad GHI paint with unsatisfac¬ 
tory results. The position of man¬ 
agement was that it does not re¬ 
paint except in cases where the 
peeling results from steam leaks 
aa;using condensation: ", . , the 
corporation lia*s in the past called 
m painting experts and we have 
been advised that there is abso 
lutely no way to assure paint will 
adhere to the exterior siding of 
our buildings, no matter what 
preparation is used prior to appli¬ 
cation of the paint" 

The second request was for per ¬ 
mission to sublease, for 2 years, 
the unit of a member about to be 
married to a man who owns a 
bouse in a nearbv comm unitv. Af 
ter an open discussion during 
which the reasons for the regttla 
tion against subletting wer- ex¬ 
plained, the directors decided that 
sufficient grounds had not been 
shown for making an exception in 
this case. 

Regular meetings of the board of 
directors are scheduled for De¬ 
cember 12 and 19. 

Want Bottle Deposits 

The Prince Georges Municipal 
Association adopted a resolution 
urging the Prince Georges County 
Council to join with other area 
governing bodies in requiring a 
mandatory deposit on all beer and 
soft drink containers. The mayors 
and couneilmen from Prince Ge¬ 
orges County municipalities also 
urged that the sale of any metal 
beverage containers having a de¬ 
tachable opening device such as 
the "pop top" cans also be prohib¬ 
ited. This action was taken at the 
regular monthly meeting of the 
city and town officials held in Ta- 
koma Park on Thursday, Novem¬ 
ber 21. The resolution was adop¬ 
ted after considerable discussion 
by the officials present and the re ¬ 
ceiving of information concerning 
the effect of such legislation in 
the states of Oregon and Vermont.

Deaf Athlete To Compete 
In World Winter Olympics 

by Sandra Barnes 

Paul Sweeney is a 30-year-old deaf Greenbelter who aspires 
to be an Olympian athlete. Paul, of 5-E Laurel Hill Road, will 
be competing in the VIII World Winter Games for the Deaf in Lake 


Placid, February 2-8, as a speed 

Bom and reared in Port Alle¬ 
gheny, Penna., Paul has skated 
on ponds ever since he can re¬ 
member. When he heard two years 
ago that the officials for the In¬ 
ternational Olympic Committee 
were going to include speed skat¬ 
ing as a new event, Paul decided 
to teach himself this new skill. 
Some ten deaf athletes from ar¬ 
ound the country competed and 
four were chosen according to 
their times, three from Maryland 
and one from California. 

Paul receives moral support in 
his rigorous training schedule from 
his wife, Mary Jean, also deaf. 
He also has a 2-yearwdd son, Ker¬ 
ry, and another child due any day. 
He runs every day between one 
and five miles. To build up his 
thigh muscles, he practices every 
evening on a formica skateboard 
which is fastened to his basement 
floor. Paul applies silioone to the 
board and woolen socks to his 
feet and proceeds to slide from 
side to side, simulating the speed 
skater's stride. He does this as 
many as 500 times. 

Paul also practices on a rink 
one night a week during the sum¬ 
mer in Tysons Corner, Va., and as 
often as three nights a week dur¬ 
ing the winter in Baltimore or 
Wheaton skating rinks. However, 
the games will be held on an out¬ 
door quarter-mile track, and no 
indoor rink in the country exactly 
fits this description. So Paul must 
travel to an outdoor rink in Minne¬ 
sota in January for a week of 
practice before he journeys to 
Lake Placid for another full week 
of training before competition be¬ 
gins. 

Paul will compete in three events 
— the 500, 1,500 and 3,000 meter 
runs. Speed skating pits two men 
against each other and, for the 
deaf, the race begins when the 
starter, wearing a bright red gloye, 
drops his hand. 

The World Winter Games for 
the Deaf are held every four years 
since they began in Austria in 1949. 
They have been held around the 
globe—in Norway, Germany, Switz¬ 
erland and Sweden. American 
participation in these games be¬ 
gan in 1967, and in the last two 
games, the USA team had won four 
gold medals. This is the first time 
the games are being held in Am¬ 
erica. fjj 

Some 3,000 athletes are expected 
to compete at Lake Placid repre¬ 
senting Russia, Australia, Switzer¬ 
land, Canada, Finland, Norway, 
Sweden, Spain, West Germany, 
Czechoslovakia Japan, France, Po¬ 
land, Austria, Yugoslavia and the 
United States. 

Needs Funds 

Each U.S. athlete is expected to 
raise $850 , to defray the cost of 
training, equipment, lodging, 
meals and transportation. So far 
Paul has collected $45 from his 
co-workers at the University of 
Maryland where he works as a 
chemist for the Dept, of Agricul¬ 
ture, and another $45 from a yard 
sale. A resident of Greenbelt for 
three years, Paul is making a 
monumental effort to represent his 
country at these games; he is real¬ 
izing not ohly a private dream but 
one for all athletes, especially 
those with handicaps. Paul hopes 
that his fellow Greenbelters will 
help him in his effort. Contribu¬ 
tions should be made payable to 
the “AAAD Deaf Winter Olympic 
Fund" for Paul Sweeney.

Western Branch Sewage 
Allocation Policy Set 

The Prince Georges County 
Council has formulated a sewage 
allocation policy for the Western 
Branch sewage treatment plant 
which is expected to be expanded 
to 15 million gallons daily (Mgd) 
by the middle of 1976, The formu¬ 
la stipulates that the Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission 
(WSSC) allot 80% of the plant’s 
capacity to residential and tax- 
exempt institutional development, 
and the remaining 20 % to indus¬ 
trial, commercial and other rev¬ 
enue producing institutional de¬ 
velopment in accordance with land 
use plans. No less than 10 % of 
the plant’s assignable capacity is 
to go to builders erecting 10 or 
fewer single family homes during 
any year. Prior commitments such 
as Greenbriar will be first deduc¬ 
ted. No more than 50,000 gallons 
daily is to be promised any one 
residential project in a given 
year, a requirement applicable only 
to new requests. 

The bill additionally directs 
WSSC to review all recorded au¬ 
thorizations semi-annually to pin¬ 
point those abandoned by volun¬ 
tary inaction or failure to move 
ahead on a project. According to 
council, the allocation formula is 
a means of pacing and plotting 
growth while guaranteeing WSSC 
won’t authorize hook-ups beyond 
the plant's planned 15 mgd. capa¬ 
city. Western Branch already 
handles 5.6 mgd. Voting for the 
formula were Oouncilmembers 
John Garrity, Francis White, 
Francis Francois, Gladys Spell¬ 
man, Lucille Potts, Winfield Kel¬ 
ly, Royal Hart; Councilmembers 
Sam Bogley and Ronald Reeder 
abstained.

fectiveness was also severely ham¬ 
pered due to the crowded condi¬ 
tions, and suggested that Green¬ 
belt was fortunate that they 
haven’t lost more good personnel 
because of the working conditions. 


Ben Waldman, attorney for the 
State Policemans’ Benevolent As¬ 
sociation, stated that Greenbelt’s 
facilities were an absolute dis¬ 
grace, and that his was especial¬ 
ly ironic in that Greenbelt’s po¬ 
lice force has perhaps one of the 
best reputations in the State for 
its professionalism. Waldman was 
interrupted at this point by Weid- 
enfeld, acting as mayor in the 
absence of Richard Pilski, who 
stated that ordinarily he did not 
take too kindly to strangers who 
came in making critical remarks 
about Greenbelt, but in this case 
he would overlook it because he 
had to agree. 


Additional support was given to 
the need for new and expanded 
facilities by several persons in the 
audience, including Viola Keer, 
Henry Fisher, and Mrs. Chris - 
man. The latter reflected much 
of the thinking by stating, “we 
have one of the finest and most 
professional group of guys around 
and we should back them up sol¬ 
idly." She was pretty much sup¬ 
ported by most of the council 
members, and it appeared that 
most were in agreement that the 
city would have to go to another 
bond issue to try to take care 
of the problem. 

There was much discussion a- 
bout the possibility of obtaining 
LEAA funds from the federal gov¬ 
ernment. City manager James 
Giese stated that no funds were 
available for construction. Coun¬ 
cil eventually decided to hold a 
special work session at the first 
available evening in January, and 
this seemed to be quite satisfac¬ 
tory to the police officers present 
representing the Benevolent As¬ 
sociation. 

In other actions, council accept¬ 
ed several PRAB reports, the chief 
ones of which were to recommend 
the establishment of the Spring- 
hill Lake site plan as drawn, in¬ 
cluding the tennis courts as rec¬ 
ommended by Sidney Kramer, and 
that a letter be sent to the P.G.

On a motion by White, council 
also requested the city manager 
to send a letter to the Governor 
and the P.G. County legislative 
delegation urging immediate 
funding of the so-called “circuit- 
breaker" legislation providing tax 
rebates to homeowners and rent¬ 
ers. 

Upon learning that the State 
Highway Administration is now 
considering reductions in con¬ 
struction which might delay build¬ 
ing the interchange at Kenilworth 
Avenue and Greenbelt Road until 
after 1980, council urged that the 
manager get in touch with our leg¬ 
islative representatives to press 
Greenbelt’s views that this inter¬ 
change should be among the pri¬ 
ority construction projects. Fin¬ 
ally, council approved half-day hol¬ 
idays for city employees before 
Christmas and New Year’s.
